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DEEP SLASHING (MAYOR MUST MEET 


FOR THE TARIFF 
ON COTTON COUDS 


Democrats May Cut Duty As 
Low As O Per Cent 


SOUTHERN MILL MEN HEARD 


They Favor Compromise Reduction. 
Northern Mill Men Say Cut Won't 
Help the Consumer. 


Washingtcn, Sanuery 22.—The tariff 
on cotton manufactures may be cut to 
a minimum ad valorem as low as 5 
per cent. The minimum under the Un- 
derwood bill that was pressed by the 
democrats in the houge in 1911 and 1912 
and that so far stands as the tentative 
basis of the democratic cotton revision 
program, is 15 per cent. 

This was the development today 
after the ways and means committee 
had heard witnesses representing both 
the southern and northern cotton in- 
dustry. The committee room was 
crowded all day with manufacturers, 
importers and others interested in the 
revision plan, under which the demo- 
cratic leaders contend the burden rest- 
ing upon tne people because of the cost 
of cotton clothing will be reduced by 


more than $80,000,000. 
The American Association of Cotton 


Manufacturers, dominated by the 


southern mill owners, went on record 
for a compromise reduction, In a sched- 
‘ule presented by its former president, 
Lewis W. Parker, of Greenville, 8. C., 
who was accompanied by a committee 
of the association, rates were proposed 
that dropped the minimum ad valorem 
to 10 per cert. 
Rates Considered by Committee. 

The schedule which will figure iu 
the committee’s consideration of the 
revision plan provides these ad valorem 
rates: 

Cotton cloth, varying grades, calico, 
sheeting and plain weaves, from 10 to 
30 per cent when made in the gray ecn- 
tirely of single yarns, and 15 to 40 per 
cent when advanced by bleaching, 
dyeing, mercerizing or other process; 
cotton cloth of fancy or figured weaves 
of any description, cords, stripes, 
checks, gauze or composed of two-ply 
or more yarns, 15 to 40 per cent in the 
gray and 20 to 40 per cent when “ad- 
yaneed;” ccttonm cloth of jacquard 
weave in the gray, 25 to 45 per cent, 
and “advanced” 30 to 60; different 
classes of cotton cloth composed of 
bleaching. dyed, colored or mercerized 
yarns, 15 to 50 per cent; single yarns 
in the gray, 10 to 35, and “advanced” 
15 to 40 per cent. 

Members of the committee favor cut- 
ting the ectton manufacturers’ rates 
to as low as these lower figures sug- 
gested, and some of the committee are 
insistent upon as low as 5 per cent on 
common cotton cloth, such as calico, 
sheeting and plain weaves. 

Northern Mill Men Object. 

The northern manufacturers .took 
issue with the suggested reduction, 
though conceding that they might be 
able to stand a cut in their profits. 

“You may succeed trom a@ revene 
ftandpoint,” urged Simeon B. Chase, 
of Fall River, Mass., representing large 
New England mill interests, “but you 
are not going to accomplish what you 
thing you are going to, as to benefiting 
the consumer.” 

Democratic leaders hold that cotton 
bears a relation to the world’s eco- 
nomic progress more important than 
that of wool, silk qnd flax combined, 
and that the American people pay an- 
nually about $200,000,000 for their cot- 
ton goods by reason ‘of the present 
tariff rates.. # 

They contend that no actual loss in 
revenue will result from the proposed 
legislation, which is identical with the 
cotton bills the democrats sought to 
enact in 1911 and 1912, and that the 
revision would reduce the annual cost 
of cotton clothing by more than “3890. - 
000,000. The estimated duties under 
the proposed revised schedule would 
aggregate $10,599,000, a@gainst $13,673,- 
801 in 1910, and $12,359,032 in 1911, the 
latest available statistics. ‘ 

John H. Fedden, of New York, a cot- 
ton glove manufacttrer, advocated a 
greater differential in the duties be- 
tween cotton cloth and the finished 
gloves product. 

B. M. Miller, Jr., of Charlotte, N. ‘c., 
for the American Cotton Manufactur- 
ing association, favored specific duties 
and submitted recommendations for 
rates substantially lower than in the 
present law. 

Cramer Says Rates Are Too High. 

Stuart W. Cramer, of Charlotte, N. 
(., a yarn manufacturer, agreed that 
from the standpoint of a tariff for 
revenue the rates on cotton yarn were 
too high. He submitted a schedule of 
lower duties. Representative Hill 
brought out that the duties recom- 
mended by Mr. Cramer were higher 
than the suggested basis of the tariff 
board’s report. Mr. Cramer said he 
spoke for the American Cotton Manu- 
facturing association, wit members 
in both the south and north; and added

He may 
be right about what he contends for, 
but I simply say that unless he agrees 
to meet certain members of counct 
half way or decides to wipe out all dif- 
ferences, as far as possible, we will 
have no harmony. There can’t be har- 
mony in anything if there are fac- 
tions that cannot get together. 

‘One man cannot expect to have 
everything his own way, even though he 
mey be right. Then, there are public 
matters about which there may be dif- 
ference of opinion, and members of 
council may think they are right, just 
as the mayor thinks he ts right. There 
are matters of public concern which 
may rightly be settled through com- 
promise. Meeting on half-way ground 
very often results in tae settlement of 
vexed civic matterg in a way which 
will be for the best interests of the 
city government. 

“I was in hopes when I took the 
office of mayor pro tem. that both sides 
would give in a little and that harmony 
would come about, sothe affairs of the 
ci could move along smoothly and 
for the good of the entire city. It 


looks now as if my hopes are about to 
be blasted and that there is to be 
strife all the while. I am sorry, and I 
still hope fhat the mayor will decide 
to yield a little and that those mem- 
bers of council whoseem tobe antag- 
Onistic to him will bury the hatchet’ 
and that we will smoke the pipe of 
peace to the benefit and prosperity of 
our city.” 


CHARTER REVISION 
FAVORED BY LABOR

Representation Demanded on Any 
‘Committee Planning Changes in 
City Government.

Declaring emphatically in favor of 
charter revision, the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades, President S. H. Brady 
presiding, last night adopted a resolu- 
tion demanding representation upon 
any and all committees having any 
connection with changes in the city 
gzovernment. 

The resolution, adopted by the unan- 
imous vote of the federation, after de- 
claring urgent necessity for a charter 
revision, asserted that the working 
people of Atlanta are as vitally inter- 
ested in the work to be done as any 
other class of citizens; that their in- 
terests in the schools, the parks and 
the sanitary conditions are as mucna 
at stake as those of the business or 
professional men, and that they have ua 
right to a voice in all organic laws 
made for the government of the city. 

The resolution further provided that 
the revised charter made by the com- 
mittee now being created be submitted 
to a vote of the people before becom- 
ing. Operative. By the same vote the 
federation directed President Brady to 
notify Mayor Woodward of its action. 

A letter from Congressman Unde-- 
wood, demeccratic floor leader, ac- 
knowledged the receipt of a copy of 
resolutions adopted at a recent meet- 
ing of the Atlanta federation asking 
him to use his influence in having 
William Schley Howard, Atlanta’s con- 
gressman, made chairman of the house 
labor committee. Congressman Under- 
wood advised the Atlanta federation 
that he had the subject of the resolu- 
tion under consideration. 

The labor temple committee submit- 
ted a report snowing that within its 
two years cf life the finances of the 
association authorized the payment of 
.6 per cent interest on the association’s 
stock, The report was accompanied by 
a snug check, interest aque the Atlanta 
federation, op the amount of stock it 
holds in the ea temple.

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FREDERICK FALLS 
INTO OPEN SHAFT 


Prominent Business Man Suf- 
fers Fractured Skull 


Condition Is Regarded As Serious at 
Hospital Where He Was Rushed 
for an Operation. 


Holmes Frederick, of 90 East Mer- 
ritts avenue, president of the Fred- 
erick Disinfectant company, is lying 
at Elkin & Goldsmith’s  sanitarium 
with a fractured skull as a result of 
a fall down the elevator shaft at his 
place of business. His condition igs re- 
garded as very serious by the attend- 
ing physicians, and he has been con- 
scious at times since the injury. 

The accident occurred Tuesday aft- 
ernoon at the plant, 270 West North 
avenue. Just before closing time Mr. 
Frederick left his office and went back 
into the shipping department to get 
a ladder in order to adjust one of the 
lights that had been working badly. 
In wandering through the dark room 
he stepped into the open shaft of the 
freight elevator and fell through to 
the concrete floor of the shaft. His 
skull was fractured on the left side, 
and he was rushed to the hospital, 
where an operation was performed at 
once,

BOYS IN DETENTION HOME 
SAVE LIFE OF AGED JAILER

The daring heroism of two juvenile | 
prisoners in coming © to the aid of 
Turnkey Frank Hamilton, not only 
saved the aged jailer’s life, but pre- 
vented a bold prison delivery last 
night when two negroes, after felling 
Hamilton, attempted to escape from the 
Juvenile Detention home at 164 Central 
avenue. 

As it was, Emory Raines, aged 19, one 
of the negroes who attacked the turn- 
keyinthe effort to escape, was shot 
by Hamilton, and also beaten in the 
head by the boy prisoners who rescued 
the jailer. The bullet lodged in the 
upper thigh of the right leg. Although 
the wound is painful, it is not consid- 
ered serious. 

Sixty-Year-Old Man Attacked. 

Raines was carried to police head- 
quarters, where he was Kept through- 
out the night. The charges against 
him were disorderly conduct and assault 
with intent to murder. The boys who 
saved Hamilton are Dick Coppedge and 
Fred Amosson, both aged 15. They 
were being held for action in the ju- 
venile court on charges of mischievous

In a far corner of tne room one of 
the cots—that used by the Raines ne- 
groand his bedfellow, Henry Wynne— 
was empty. Hamilton stepped into the 
room to investigate. As he crossed 
the threshold, a heavy blow caught 
him upon the head, and he toppled to 
the floor. The Raines and Wynne ne- 
groes, who had awaited the aged jailer 
in a secure spot behind the door jam, 
dropped the brick with which they 
had felled him and bent over the body 
to get Hamilton’s keys and pistol.

arrival of the aged jailer. 

Youths Rush to Rescue. 

The thud of Hamilton’s body. as it 
fell across the doorway came from the 
negro Ward, causing the boys to run 
across the hall. A. gas jet burning 
dimly in the passage showed the three 
forms. The boys pitched into the bat- 
tle vigorously. 

Dick picked up the brick that had 
been dropped by the negro prisoner and 
struck Raines a heavy blow upon the 
head. The negro was knocked down, 
The Amosson boy had caught the Wynne 
negro around the throat, but was 
thrown off by the stronger black. 

Raines regained his feet, and grab- 
bing the jailer by the waist, managed 
to obtain Hamilton's revolver. In the 
tussle for the pistol’s possession the 
negro was shot in the leg. The bullet 
wound ended the affray. Both negroes 
stopped fighting instantly. 

Negro Chained to Cot. 

Wynne was chained to his tot. Po- 
licemen Wood and McHugh came and 
carried Raines, who is older than his 
fellow prisoner, to police headquar- 
ters. The white boys were senf back 
to bed with the thanks of the old 
jailer and today action will probably 
be taken to obtain clemency for both 
boys as token of their courage. 

The R&ines negro had been put in 
te detention home only the preceding 
night. He was caught by the police 
at midnight Tuesday on a charge of 
theft. It was alleged he had stolen a 
valuable diamond ring. The Wynne ne- 
gro was being held on a trivial charge, 

The brick with which they struck the 
turnkey was picked out of the fire- 
place. All day the negroes had work- 
ed secretly to get the weapon and had 
obtained it only after the other pris- 
oners were in bed and asleep. 

Three Charges Against Black, 

Raines will face triple charges in 
police court this afternoon. The disor- 
derly cdOnduct charge will be for his 
attempt to escape; the assault and at- 
tempt to murder case for the attack

London, January 2?2.—Plenipoten- 
tiaries of the Balkan kingdoms are 
immensely pleased over the decision of 
the grand council at Gonstantinople to 
accept the advice of the pewers. 

While it had become  tIincreasingly 
certain in the past forty-eight hours 
that the Turkish elder statesmen were 
prepared to face the bitter fate that 

e 
ends the empire’s history as an BPuro- 
pean nation, it was hardly expécted 
they would register their decision so 
quickly and so definitely. | 

This is so unlike the customary sup- 
porting proof, that Turkey might still 
have cards up her sleeve. 

The porte’s reply to the joint note of 
the powers will be handed to the am- 
bassador tomorrow, however, and the 
remainder of the negotiations leading 
to the signing of the peace treaty are 
expected to be an anti-climax. 

Question of Indemnity. 

One crucial point of difference re- 
mains to be settled in the question of 
indemnity. The allies propose to levy 
a heavy payment upon the defeated 
nation. They speak of $200,000,000 as 
an adequate sum. Their minimum is 
an amount equal to the Turkish debts 
attached to the territories which they 
will annex under the treaty. 

The Turks are likely to contest the 
indemnity strongly, and the bankrupt 
condition of thefr country furnishes 
them with a potent argument for an 
appeal to the powers. Negotiations 
over the settlement of minor questions 
and for the taking over of the conquer- 
ed provinces will occupy a considerable 
time and it will be some weeks before 
the treaty is signed. 

Reckoning the Indemnity. 

M. Novakovitch, 
Servia, said tonight:. 
“The Turks seem finally to have r 

i ec- 
ognized the faculty of reasoning, but 
why today, instead of six weeks ago, 
as they must pay what our four armies 
have been costing us all this time. We 
have not yet set down figures for the 
indemnity, but we have practically de- 
cided on what basis it is to be caleu- 
lated and how it is to be divided 
among the allies. 

“Each Balkan state will take as a 
basis the number of soldiers it put in 
the field, averaging the cost of each 
soldier during the time the army was 
on a war footing. 

“The sooner Turkey concludes peace 
the less she wil! have to pay. The 
powers must help us in this question 
also, as the indemnity will be employ- 
ed to pay the share of the Ottoman 


debt falling upon us proportionately to 
the territories we acquire.” 
Negotiations to Continue. 

Dr. Daneff, head of the Bulgarian 
delegation, expressed satisfaction when 
congratulated upon the probable peace 
settlement, but he was of the opinion 
that the negotiations would drag along 
for several weeKs more. 

Premier Vinizelos, of Greece, said 
that he expected the decision, as Tur- 
key had no other reasonable alterna- 
tive. He said: 

“I cannot believe that the powers 
will complete their work without 
showing themselves generous toward 
Greece, a8 they have been toward Bul- 
garia in the matter of Adrianople, by 
permitting. us to Keep those islands

It appears nevertheless that all the 
ambitions of Greece and Montenegro 
are not likely to be realized. Austria 
and Italy are united in their opposition 
to the occupation of Scutari by Monte- 
negro. The attitude of Italy is due 
partly to her obligation as a member 
of the triple alliance, and partly to 
the Lad feeling existing between Ital- 
ian and Montenegrin reigning houses, 
notwithstanding the close relationship. 

The Greeks hope to be able to retain 
Saloniki with the consent of the allies 
and the assistance of the powers, since 
the town of Adrianopvle and most of 
the vilayet will go to Bulgaria. 

One ambassador has remarked that 
if the question of Saloniki were to 
be solved according to the principle 
of nationality the town should be 
alloted to Spain, because it contains 
75,000 Spaniards, which is half the 
population. 


TURKEY BOWS TO ORDER 
TO GET OUT OF EUROPE 


Constantinople, January 22.—Tur- 
key today submitted to the will of 
the powers. The grand council of the 
Ottoman empire decided in favor of 
accepting the proposals of KBurope for 
a peace Settlement between Turkey 
and the Balkan allies. 

As formally announced, the srand 
council “approved the government's 
point of view, declared its confidence 
*in the sentiments of equity voiced by 
the great powers, and expressed the 
wish to see their promises and pro- 
posed assistance effectively realized.” 

It also asked the government “to 
exert all its efforts to ensure in the 
future the safety of the country and 
the development of its economic in- 
terests.:’ 

The joint note of the powers advised 
Turkey to cede Adrianople to the allies 
and to leave the fate of the Aegean 
islands to the powers for future de- 
termination. In return the powers 
promised their benevolent support as 
long as Turkey deferred to their 
counsel, 

The meeting of the grand council was 
of brief duration and its decision in 
favor of accepting the views of the 
powers was almost unanimous. 

The note of the powers Was read, 
after which Nazim Pasha, the minis- 
ter of war, explained the military 
situation and the minister of foreign 
affairs made a statement on the for- 
eign situation. 

At the conclusion of a statement re- 
garding the attitude of the govern- 
ment the grand council registered its 
decision. : 

Nazim Pasha declared that the »rmy 
Was eager to continue the war. Tur- 
key might even hope for a measure of 
success, he said, but there was little 
chance of relieving Adrianople. 

Moreover, continued the war min- 
ister, aside from the purely military 
question, there were other matters 
strongly militating against the con- 
tinuation of hostilities.

| The council] resolutions, ap- 
| pointing a committee of ten from it» 
'own body and calling upon the mayor 
to appoint a committee of ten citizens 
to revise the city charter, has been 
; vetoed by Mayor Woodward. 

At the meeting this afternoon Mayor 
Woodward will return the resolutions 
to council with his disapproval and, 
unless his veto is overridden, the ef- 
fort to secure a new city charter, so 
far as council is concerned, will have 
failed. It will then be necessary to 
introduce a new charter reform reso- 
lution. 

Little Chance to Override Veto. 

Judging from the vote cast in coun- 
cil last Monday the veto will not be 
overridden, as there were 16 to 13 for 
the action taken by council in adopt- 
ing the resolution for council to ap- 
point ten of its own members, one 
from each ward. The second resolu- 
tion for the mayor to appoint ten citi- 
zens, one from each ward, came as ap 
after-thought by those whvo were 


two 


jagainst the committee of ten council- 


men. 

If the veto is not over-ridden the 
revision of the city charter will be 
once more up to the citizens who held 
a mass meeting in the Kimball house, 
and it is probable that the chairman, 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, will call 
the citizens together again to ascer- 
tain -what step they may desire to 
take. 

Reasons for the Veto. 

It is understood Mayor Woodward 
will say to council that he has dis- 
approved of its action because he does 
not think a joint committee of coun- 
cil and citizens, composed of an equal 
number of each, can get together and 
given the people a new charter which 
will be approved at the ballot box. He 
will probably say that he objects to 
both the form and proceedure and the 
personnel of the committee which 
council has named. He believes that 
the council committee with one ex- 
ception, Alderman John E. McClelland, 
is composed of officials who are op- 
posed to any real charter reform or, 
at least who are too closely wedded 
to the present form of government to 
give any relief from existing evils. He 
will also probably state that he be- 
lieves it a poor policy for a physician 
to try to heal himself and that char- 
ter reform cannot be expected from 
those who like the present govern- 
ment and who are more or less af- 
filiated with the present political ma- 
chinery to such an extent as not to 
want any very great change. 

Believes Citizens Better Qualified. 

It is Mayor Woodward's position, -it 
is understood, that a new charter can 
be best prepared by citizens and tax- 
payers who are not politicians and 
who are not now holding public office. 
He believes, it is said, that a move- 
ment for a new charter should . be 
taken up by citizens who will be ac- 
tuated solely by a desire to better cvic 
conditions, and who wish, as business 
men and taxpayers, to protect the city 
from waste and lost motion in the 
management of municipal affairs. 

At the meeting of council the report 
of the finance committee will be a 
special order of business and then will 
| come up the mayor's veto of the char- 
ter revision resolutions. When the 
mayor's veto has been read it will be 
up to some member of council to make 
a motion that the resolutions be adopt- 
ed despite the veto. This may or may 
not be done. If the veto is overridden, 
the mayor will have to appoint his 
committee of ten citizens, as directed. 
If it is not overridden, then the whole 
matter is officially dead. 

Mayor Woodward stated Wednesday 
night that he would make his position 
| perfectly clear in writing so that there 
‘will be no misunderstanding of what 
|his view are. 

The veto message will not be long, 
but it will be perfectly “frank, clear 
and explicit,” the mayor states

FINANCE SHEET 


Many Council Members Anxious An. 
ticipated Revenue Be Ap- 
propriated. 


The finance sheet as reported by the 
finance committee will come before 
council this afternoon at 3 o'clock as 
a special order of business, and unless 
all forecasts fail the sheet will undergo 
Some changes. 

A majority of council members, it is 
stated, are in favor of adding more 
revenue from anticipated receipts and 
of dividing this money between a num- 
ber of important public. improvements. 
The committee only anticipated about 
$70,000 over last year’s income. Mem- 
bers of ccuncll want about $140,000 
aded to this sum. 

What Changes Are Wanted. 

It is said that several improvements 
should be taken care of in the budget 
and the money be included in receipts 
based upon the city’s increase revenue 
from tax assessments, water rents, 
police court fines, licenses, etc. Among 
the improvements mentioned are: Cen- 
tral avenue pavement, $10,600; Butler 
Street and Highland avenue sewers, 
$10,000 to be aded to the $25,000 men- 
tioned in the committee’s report; en- 
Zine house in the Fifth ward, $7,000; 
underpasses for Grant Park and West 
End driveway, $9,985 additional; engine 
house in Seventh ward, $7,000; Dargan 
Park, $7,000; Whiteford underpass, $2,- 
000; English commercial high school, 
$25,000; domestic branch for Girl’s 
High school, $1,500; to repair 
street and Glenwond avenue, $2,000. 

Several members of council, it is un- 
derstood, have held conferences and 
agreed to stand together for a revision 
of the finance committee’s report sv 
the Improvements named can be taken 
care of with anticipated receipts. 

Councilman 
chairman of the finance committee, 
when asked about his attitude toward 
the proposed changes, said: 

Chairman Will Stand Pat. 

“I stand just where I have always 
stood. When I was appointed chair- 
man of the finance committee I took 
the position that it was a poor busi: 
ness policy to try to spend money 
when you haven't got it. We have had 
samples of this in the past. Last year 
the council gave little dabs of money 
here and there which were never used. 
There was $5,000 given for a new cem- 
etery; $5,000 for Fair street; $5,000 
for South Boulevard; $17,000 for the 
Cyclorama building, and other such 
dabs, ‘and not a dollar was utilized. 
Why? Because there was not enough 
to take care of any one improvement. 
My idea is to divide the money we 
know we are certain to get, and then 
wait until June, when we can know 
sure what else we can spend. Then 
we can gO ahead and provide for the 
needed improvements, and in a way 
that some of them will be undertaken 
and finished. I don't know what other 
members of the committee may do, or 
What action council will take: I will 
not alter my opinion. If council does 
not agree with me, I will not feel sore. 
The responsibility will rest on those 
who vote that way, and not on me,”*

Mr. Parker said that he had sixteen 
mills, aggremating 52,000 Spindles, and 
that of his employees one-third were 
women and one-sixth children above 
l2 years of age, the legal minimum 
age. The English mills, he said, today 
were making money with a wide mar- 
ket with from 10 to 100 per cent divi- 
dends, -while the American mills were 
making very little profit, and he did 
not regard the cotton business here to- 
day as prosperous. 

Parker Wants Revision. 

Mr. Parker suggested revision on 
this basis: From 10 to 30 per cent ad 
valorem, according to the fineness of 
the component yarns, on plain cloths 
in the gray; 15 to 40 per cent in the 


finished state; 15 to 40 on fancy cloths. 


in the gray and 20 to 45 on fancy 
cloths finished; 25 to 45 on jacquard 
cloths in the gra-- and 30 to 50 in jac. 
guard cloths finished. 

The schedule suggested, he said, was 
on the basis that so far as the classes 
of goods appealing to the great masses 
of people were concerned, “we must 
expect to make reduction to a consid- 
erable amount.” 

The industry of manufacturing men's 
and boys’ cotton gloves could not exist 
if the tariff were radically reduced, 


jiaccording to A. V. Victorious, of New 


York, who urged as a compromise a 
specific rate of 40 cents a dozen pairs 
and 35 per cent ad valorem, with 5 per 
cent less ad valorem duty each year 
for three years.

Physician Says Examination May Give 
Magnate a ‘‘Spasm’”’ and En- 
danger Life. 


Washington, January 22,-—An _ at-

amination of William Rockefeller, de- 
spite his physical condition, was de- 
feated today in a rather stormy s€s- 
sion of, the. committee. Against the 
wishes of Chairman Pujo the commit- 
tee reiterated its decision directing 
him and Samuel Untermyer, counsel, 
to make arrangements for Mr. Rocke- 
feller’'s examination. 

Chairman Pujo announced after the 
executive session that he would ar- 
range with the counsel for Mr. Rocke- 


feller and endeavor to make the ex- 


amination as soon as the committee 
concludes its oral hearings. He said 
he would probably visit Mr. Rocke- 
feller with Mr. Untermyer next week. 
Mr. Rockefeller is now at Palm Beach, 
Fla 

The incident was reopened by the ap- 
pearance of Dr. Walter F. Chappell, 
personel physician to Mr. Rockefeller, 
wiho verified his affidavit setting forth 


that an examination of his patient | 


might cause serious physica] results. 
He described at length Mr. Rocke- 
fellers ailments. Dr. Chappell’s ap- 
pearance came as a Surprise to mem- 
bers of the committeé and his testi- 
mony was interrupted by a vigorous 
whispered conference, which ended in 
Chairman Pujo offering to allow any 
member of the committee to question 
the witness and in calling of an ex- 
ecutive session at the,close of the 
hearing. After the executive meeting 
counsel for Mr. Rockefeller were noti- 
fied of the committee’s decision. 
Fears Spasm for Rockefeller. 

Dr. Chappell said Mr. Rockefeller 
suffered from four separate ailments. 
First, he said, he wags subject to 
spasms of the larynx, which cut off 
the air from his lungs. Such spasms, 
the doctor said, were brought about by 
excitement. Second, he said, the pa- 
tient suffered from oedema of the 
larynx. The third condition was 
laryngeal hemorrhages. 

“Mr. Rockefeller suffered from a 
hemorrhage during his recent trip to 
Nassau,” added Dr. Chappell. 

The last condition, the witness sald, 
was an irritation of the larynx likely 
to be brought on by attempts to speak, 


Dr. Chappell said that when Dr. C. W. | 


Richardson examined Mr. Rockefeller, 
the committee’s specialist could not 
know of the “laryngeal spasms” from 
which he suffered. 

Representatie Byrnes, of South Caro- 
lina, took up the examination, 

“You know Dr. Richardson said Mr. 
Rockefeller would be able to stand on 
hour’s examination?” he asked. 

‘Yes, but Dr. Richardson never saw 
Mr. Rockefeller in one of those laryn- 
geal spasms.

THE PUBLICITY CURE. 


George W. Perkins tells the “money 
trust” probers that publicity is a specific 
for most of our corporation and economic 
ills, including the admitted abuses of the 
New York stock exchange. Regarding the 
latter institution, we may be permitted a 
bit of incredulity. Its twin, the New York 
cotton exchange, has been in the spot-light 
for several years and if its more glaring 
defects have been remedied we have yet 
to learn the details. 

To a material extent, however, Mr, 
Perkins’ theory is a sound one. Publicity 
is an undoubted cleansing and healing 
agent. Undoubtedly the new and more 
equitable viewpoint of big and little busi- 
ness today is attributable largely to public- 
ity. It is true that certain powerful inid)- 
vidual voices have assisted in the process, 
but without the quick and intelligent co- 
operation of the newspapers would 
have been powerless. 

In the larger essentials, therefore, it is 
a poor American who does not appreciate 
the curative value of publicity, and it is a 
poorer business policy that will not adapt 
itself to the new regime. Publicity in irs 
broader aspecis has come to stay and the 
more quickly masters of business, and of 
politics, too, recognize that fact, the better 
for all concerned. 

It is, however, expedient to make a dis-

tinction between publicity and inquisition.

DID THE COUNTESS 
LOSE HER GARTER? 


Did .the Countess of Salisbury lose her 
garter at the court ball in 1340, and did King 
Edward IIL of England pick it up and re- 
buke his courtiers when they smiled? Did 
he wear it himsélf, and after Placing it in 
position turn to his frivolous guests nd re- 
mark: “Honi soit qui mal y pense” (shame 
to him who evil thinks)? And upon this 
incident was he led to the founding of the 
Order of the Garter to teach chivalry? 

The popular tradition regarding this story 
is derived from Polydore Vergil, and is that. 
King Edward had a festivad at court. While 
he was dancing with a lady, presumably the 
Countess of Salisbury, the lady chanced to 
drop her garter, when it was picked up by 
the king. Observing that the incident made 
the bystanders smile significantly, Edward 
turned upon them with his familiar and 
And to prevent any further 
innuendos he is said to have tied the garter 
around his own knee. 

It is further stated that the king added 
that he would make thts blue ribbon so glo- 
rious that all the courtiers would desire it. 
Regarding the incident of Lady Salisbury, 
Sir Harris Nichols points out: “Nothing is 
more likely than that in a crowded assembly 
&@ lady should accidentaHy have dropped her 
Sarter; that the circumstances should have 
caused a smile from the bystanders, and that 
on its being taken up by Edward, he should 
have reproved the levity of his courtiers by 
so happy and frivolous an exclamation, plac- 
ing the garter at the same time on his own 
knee, as ‘Dishonored be he who thinks ill of 


mm 
Several authorities writing on the subject 
aver that it has absolutely no foundation; in 


fact, at least, so far as the forming of the. 


Order of the Garter is concerned. as the king 
had decided on its establishment severa! 
years before the incident at the ball. The 
reason for its establishment was that in 18438 
Edward III. resolved to rebuild and embellish 
the great castle of Windsor, which’ King 
Arthur had founded several centuries pre- 
vious and where he had erected and estab- 


| lished that noble round table from whence so 


many gallant knights had issued forth. and 

displayed the valiant prowess of their deeds 

at arms over the world. ge 
In commemoration of these deeds he 


thought it a proper time to establish an order ~ 


of Knighthood, which was to consist of him- 
self, his children and the- most gallant 
Knights in Christendom to the number of 
forty. He commanded that the‘order shall be 
named “Knights of the Blue Garter,” ‘and 
that a feast should be celebrated every year 
at Windsor Castle on St. George's day, 

In order to effect his purpose he sum- 
moned together all the earls, barons and 
knights of his realm to inform them of his 
intention. They heard it with great pleas- 
ure, for it appeared to them highly honor- 
able and capable of increasing love and 
friendship. Then were elected forty knights, 
who had given exhibition of the greatest 
valor and chivalry, and they were made to 
Swear to keep the feast and -the statutes 
which had been made. The king founded a 
chapel at Windsor in honor of St. George, and 
established cannons there, with a handsome 
endowment, to serve God. He then issued his 
proclamation for a feast by his heralds, 
whom he sent to Scotland, France, Germany. 
Flanders and other countries to offer to all 
knights and squires that might come to this 
ceremony passports to last for fifteen days 
after it was over. The first festival of the 
order was held on St. George’s day at Wind- 
sor, in the year 1344. 

The Order of the Garter far exceeds in 
honor and fame all chivalrous fraternities in 
the world, and there seems to be little doubt 
but that the king received the suggestion for 
naming his order by some such incident as is 
related above, ‘but whether or not Lady 
Salisbury lost her garter no one has ever 
been able definitely to say.

Georgia Men in Congress

Things do slew around in this land of 
ours in curious ways, 

After March 4, and for the next decade, 
at least, Georgia will have twelve members 


of the national house of representatives. 


That is the largest quota, of course, that we 


have ever had. 

We the constitutional 
apportionment of 30,00 inhabitants with three 
members, just the same as New Hampshire. 

After the first census, in 1790, Georgia 
dropped to two members, but gained two 
the cénsus of 1800. In 1810 we 
obtained six, in 1820 we got seven, in 1830

Same number after 1850, dropped to seven 
again in 1860, went up to nine in 1870, to ten 
in 1880, reached eleven in 1890, stayed there 
after 1900, and got our dozen with 1910.

morest members,” being the only one of 


thirteen states that had ten members. 
Pennsylvania and Masgachusetts had eight 
each, while New York had only six—the same 
as Maryland. 

Now York leads with 
Pennsylvania has thirty-six and Illinois, that 
only got into the game in 1818, comes third 


New forty-three, 


with twenty-seven members. 

And Old Mother Virginia grew from ten 
to nineteen after 1790, went up to twenty- 
three (hoodoo!) after 1810, and then dwin- 
dled to nine after 1870, recovered to ten after 
1880, and is still pat on the original ten spot. 

Delaware started with one member, has 
one yet, and never had as many as two ex- 
cept from 1810 to 1820. She is our perpetual 
Blue Hen with one chicken. : 

Oklahoma broke into the union in 1907 
with five members, and now gets eight! 

On the other hand, New Hampshire began 
with three members, and now will have for 
ten years more only the two she has had 
since 18809. 

Maryland began with six and holds on to 
six, just as Connecticut started with five, and 
is lucky to yet have that many. 

But Texas, that In 1845

changed her status as an independent repub-’ 


lic to become one of the United States, and 
was allowed two members of the house. 

In 1876, when Governor Richard B. Hub- 
bard, that splendid son of Georgia who was 
then chief executive of the Lone Star state, 
was en route to celebrate “Texas day” at the 
centennial exposition in Philadelphia, he 
graciously invited me to jpin his party as his 
personal guest. Those of us who knew him 
remember the grace and eloquence of his 
oratory. That day in Philadelphia he made 
a famous speech before a most distinguished 
audience, embracing notable men from all 
parts of the nation and the civilized world. 
With splendid pride and prophecy, he said, in 
effect: 

“Gentlemen, today 
Texas has but six 


the imperial state of 
representatives in the 
house of congress, and of their statesman- 
ship and fame she is proud. But I confidently 
bid you to contemplate a day not distant, so 
rapid and sure is the making of American 
history, when the tread of Texas on the floor 
of the national assembly will be the tread 
of a giant!” 

On the assembling of the new congress in 
March, or April, you will see Texas Hine up 
eighteen able and worthy representatives— 
every one of them a democrat. The prophecy 
of “Old Dick” has come true! 

The original ratio was 30,000 population

FOR GETTYSBURG CAMP 


Washington, January 22.—Secretary 
of War Stimson has approved plans 
formulated by Major James E. Nor- 
moyle, and Captain H. F. Dalton, for 
the mammoth camp to shelter surviy- 
ing union and confederate veterans 
who will meet at Gettysburg battle- 
field next July to commemorate the 
fiftieth anniversary of the battle. 

The camp’ will consist of about 
54,000 tents, affording accommodations 
for between 60,000 and 70,000 veterans. 


There also will be 200 kitchen tents, 
a complete divisional field hospital 
and three fully equipped infirmarles. 
The camp will spread over 276 acres 
and will be occupied temporarily by 
upward of 100,000 persons. Congress 
has appropriated $150,000 for the cele- 
bration, the state of Pennsylvania 
$250,000 more, and both northern and 
southern states will make appropria- 
tions to defray the transportation ex- 
penses Of their respective veterans.

Washington. January 22.—Advocates 
of free passage for American ships 
through the Panama cana] have mar- 
Shalled their forces in the to 
combat favorable action upon the recent 
amendment providing for repeal of the 
American exemption provision The 
determination of Chairman Brandegee 
to call a meeting of the canal’s com- 
mittee to consider the Root amendment, 
bas aroused the friends of the free 
Passage provision to a united fight 
against any modification of the law 
Passed last August. 

Senator Root's speech 
Was replied to at once 
O'Gorman of New York, 
lands of Nevada, and others who 
Claim the United States has full au- 
thority under its treaties to give free 
passage to American coastwise traffic. 
Senator O’Gorman was a member of the 
subcommittee which put into the 
democratic platform at Baltimore the 
Plank indorsing the free toll provision, 
and his attitude through the canal 
fight has been vigorously opposed to 
the position taken by his colleague, 
Senator Root. 

Democrats Are Divided. 

The democratic forces in the house 
and senate are divided over the ques- 
tion, notwithstanding the declarations 
of the national platform. 

“We would indeed create a painful 
impression abroad if this mighty nation 
should surender to the control of any 
foreign power its domestic policies 
and the control of its domestic com- 
merce. That we can never do and 
maintain the prestige, the honor and 
the glory of this republic,” said Sena- 
tor O’Gorman in his reply to Senator 
Root. 

Senator O'Gorman began his speech 
against the Root amendment by point- 
ing out that it proposed either to re- 
peal the free passage clause or submit 
the question to arbitration. 

“I am opposed to both provisions, 
said he. “It has been suggested that 
the legislation passed by the last ses- 
sion was hasty, unadvised and ill-con- 
sidered. On the contrary, the Panama 
canal legislation was before the com- 
mittee many weeks and was discussed 
at great length in the senate.” 

He said the same objections now 
made to the Panama canal law were 
made then, but the senate passed the 
bill d& that time by a vote of 45 to 15. 

Senator O’Gorman declared “that the 
great remedy” which the Panama cana} 
bill carried was lost sight of in the de- 
mand for its change. The bill was 
aimed, he said, at controlling’ the 
transcontinental railroads and  »pre- 
venting a monopoly in transportation. 

“If Great Britain had expended: a 
half billion dollars in an enterprise 
affecting her people as the Panama 
Canal does ours, what would be her 
attitude if the United States should 
make complaint against her action?’ 
he said. 

Rights of United States. 

Senator .O’Gorman was followed by 
Senator Newlands, who asserted that 
the United States held domestic rights 
Panama which a foreign power 
not dispute. He proposed that 
passage provision remain in 
the bill; but that objections of Great 
Britain be met by an amendment 
whereby the United States government 
would pav the tolls remitted upon 
American coastwise shipping.

STRONGER SUPPORT FOR 


For the purpose of according gen- 
eral support to the army, bettering the 
condition of the enlisted men and fos- 
tering the military spirit in the uni- 
versities and schools, the Ammy league 
iS spreading over the entire country 
and is shortly to be organized in At- 
lanta. 

General R. K. Evans, commander of 
the department of the gulf, who re-

To Force Indorsement of National 
Commission’s Currency Plan. 
Banker Tells of Methods. 


Washington, January 22.—That- in- 
dorsement of the national monetary 
commission’s banking and currency 
Plan was forced through the American 
Bankers’ association convention in 
New Orleans by “steam roller” meth- 
ods, with a great majority of the mem- 
bers unfamiNar with the plan, was 
charged today before the house cur- 
rency reform committee today by An- 
drew J. Frame, president of Waukesha 
(Wis.) National bank, 

Mr. Frame declared that the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association for years 
had been a “close corporation,” con- 
trolled by ten or twelve men. At the 
New Orleans meeting, he said, a dozen 
Speeches were*made in fayor of the 
commission's plan, which would pro- 
vide district discount associations with 
a central controlling body with no cap- 
ital stock, nor general functions of a 
bank. 

Describing the: proposed district 
bodies, Mr, Farwell explained that they 
should have authorized stock equal to 
10 per cent of the ecatital of the banks, 
hadf paid in; should take 80 per cent 
of dead cash reserves in the banks and 
hold them for common use, and should 
do business with banks only. Dis- 
counts and acceptances allowed to any 
one bank, he continued, should not ex- 
ceed the amount of its capital stocx, 
and there should be a fixed rate of 
discount itn each district, the same to 
all banks under like condtitions. 

The central association, Mr. Varwetl 
said, should hold most of the deposited 
gold and issue all the notes for the 
district association in return for gold 
of commercial paper. In the organiza- 
tion of this association or board, he 
proposed to have each distrct assocla- 
tion appoint two members, a banker 
and a business man, and the govern- 
ment one member for each district as- 
sociation. Alli profits above 5 per cent 
on the capital stock of the district as- 
sociations, after allowing for the ac- 
cumulation of a 20 per cent surplus, he 
suggested, should go to the govern- 
ment for use in gradual retiring of 
greenbacks and bonds.

CRY “TRAITOR” 
AT THE PREMIER 


Asquith’s Action on Suffrage 
Amendment Causes Storm 
In Commons. 


London, January 22.—Shouts of 
“traitor” were hurled across the floor 
of the ‘house of commons today when 
Premier Asquith refused to allow un- 
limited debate on suffrage amendments 
to the franchise reform bill. The de- 
bate is to be begun Friday. The 
speaker, after much effort, restored 
calm. 

The lobbies and _ precincts 
house of parliament, as well as the 
political clubs and drawings rooms, 
are seething with intrigue. Forecasts 
vary from hour to hour as to the prob- 
able fate of the amendment brought 
forward by Sir Edward Grey whicn 
eliminates the word ‘“male’’ from the 
first clause of the bill, and which, if 
carried, opens the way for amendments 
which will enfranchise a numerically 
varying army of women. All the mem- 
bers of the house are left to vote as 
they please on this amendment, and 
the issue is likely to be decided by a 
score of voters either way. 

There is a strong ssupicion. that 
when the votes have been counted the 
suffragettes will find themselves dis- 
appointed mainly because the militarts 
have alienated so many of their sup- 
porters. 

The three amendments which will 
come up for discussion after the Grey 
amendment has been disposed of pro- 
pose, respectively, to enfranchise 
1,000,000, 6,000,000 and 11,00,0000 wom- 
en. | 

The first of these would give the 
vote to wealthy and well-to-do women 
only, as it simply provides for the en- 
franchisement of women householders. 

The second amendment proposes tv 
give the franchise to women house- 
holders, and also to the wives of elec- 
tors, and, as this would fairly distrib- 
ute the vote among all classes, it is 
received with much favor. 

The third proposal comes from tlhe 
labor party, and would confer the vote 
On every woman over 21 years old.

Dry Weather in the Argentine 
Main Factor in Corn 
Strength. 


Chicago, January 22.—Wheat and 
oats were heavy and. slightly lower 
today, corn firm and provisions steady. 

Wheat exhibited a flurry of firm- 
ness early on the corn strength and 
on the estimate of an European au- 
thority that the continent will re- 
quire a weekly supply of 12,800,000 
bushels, but at no time did the price 
equal yesterday's close. Against the 
price were generally lower cables, eas- 
ier ocean freights, a poor cash de- 
mand, both domestic and export, heavy 
primary receipts and indications that 
the congestion of cars in the north- 
west is being dissolved. At 92% rest- 
ing orders for May were reached and 
the close, while under yesterday, was 
16c over the bottom. 

The strength of corn was interrupt- 
ed only once, when pit traders, follow- 
ing the early buying, sold to secure 
quick profits. This was near the close 
and knocked only %c off the top of 
the price. Argentine Weather, still dry, 
was the factor, as has been the case 
recently. So important has the influ- 
ence of this surplus grain country 
become in its relation to the rest of 
the world that the Board of Trade has 
arranged to receive Buenos Ayres quo- 
tations direct. One authority’ esti- 
mates.that the Argentine corn crop 
will be 40,000,000 bushels under last 
year. Another expert declared that 
the crop was too far advanced to suf- 
fer much from the heat. 

Cash oats aggregating 300,000 bush- 
els were sold today and the price ad- 
vanced % to % cent, but futures eased 
off, despite this and the corn strength. 
Heavy primary receipts were against 
the price. 

Provisions opened at a lower level 
on the increased hog run and a decline 
at the yards, but a rather mysterious 
demand developed later and closing 
prices were a shade over yesterday.
